Washington, May 14.—(Special.)—Thous- 
ands of ignorant colored people in this 
country are being induced to believe that 
they are to be pensfoned by the United 
States government upon being able to show 
that they were formerly slaves. The pro- 
moters of this scheme, which has all the 
earmarks of a systematic attempt to ex- 
tract money from credulous colored peo- 
ple by holding out to them false hopes of 
g government pension, have been at work 
for a number of years, and it is estimated 
that over $150,000 has been collected by 

| the self-constituted missionaries having 
the project in hand. 

“The subject came to the surface a few 
days ago through your correspondence be- 
tween a colored teacher in one of the 
southern states and a United States sena- 
tor. The preacher wrote to his senator to 
inquire into the matter, in view of the 
fact that so many of the colored people in 
his state had been assessed to defray the 
expenses of the proposed legislation. The 
senator, who is one of the most influential 
members of that body, by reason of his 
long. service (three terms) and his import- 
ant committee assignments, instituted an 
investigation, and this is the substance of 
findings, which he reported to the colored 
divine who sought information on the sub- 


that there has been in exist- 
ence for about ten years, or more, an enter- 
frise Under ths title of the “Ex-Stave Mu- 
tual Relief Bounty and Pension Association 

of the United States of America.’”” This 
gssociation has its egents in every state 
in the union, for the purposs of locating, 
if possible, all former slaves. The latter 
are iold that lezislation is now pending 
before congress to pension all former slaves 
as fellows: <All persons seventy years of 
age, to receive $500 and also $15 per month 
during their natural lives, Persons sixty 
yecrs to receive $300 and $12 per month. 
Fersons fifty years to receive $100 and $ 
per month. Persons less than fifty years 
to receive $4 per month, etc, It is neces- 
sary for all of the supposed beneficiaries 
of the proposed legislation to pay into the 
association 25 cents as a registration fee. 
It is claimed that over 600,000 ex-slaves 
have been so registered.

Then follows. spectal mention of the mem- 
bership fee, 25 cents. Also the information 
that the national delegate in Washington 
is located at 475 Missouri avenue, and has 
secured the services of Attorney W. C. 
Lawson. The circular further appeals to 
every ex-slave to send his name, with the 
registration fee of 25 cents. It also appeals 
to every local association to send $2.50 for 
& charter at once, and every ex-slave to 
send in an additional 6 cents to aid in the 
movement. These assessments are to be 
sent to the office of the national delegate, 
given above. 

The circular algQ announces that the na- 
tional convention at Nashville, in 1898, 
made the “‘weekly publication, The Na- 
tional Capital—25 cents fpr three months— 
the official organ of the assoctation.” An- 
other and a more recent cirewlar, of simi- 
lar import, bears pictures of Senator Wil- 
liam E, Mason, of Tilinols, and I, H. Dick- 
erson, general manager, 714 Line street, 
Nashville, Tenn. This circular declares 
“it is the only tneorporated and chartered 
movement in the United States’’ and all 
others are frauds. Calls attention to the 
bill to pension ex-slaves introduced in the 
house of representatives June 24, 189, by 
then Representative Connell, of Nebraska. 
In the _ fifty-fourth congress, Senator 


, Thurston reintroduced the Connell bill in 


the senate, and the circular calls special 
attention to the fact that the Dill 
passed two readings and was referred to the 
pension committee. Now to those who are 
not familiar with the parliamentary pro- 
ceedings of the senate ‘‘passed to a second 
reading’’ sounds like making considerable 
progress, ‘As a matter of fact that Con- 
nell bill, or a similar measure, has been 
introduced at every session of congress 
during the past ten years. These bills have 
always been introduced “‘by request,’ and 
so marked, which means, according to the 
practice at the capitol, that the man who 
introduces a bill “by request’ is not per- 
sonally responsible for it. So the bill to 
pension ex-slaves has always been intro- 
duced “by request,’”’ and simply read by 
its title, considered as read a second time, 
and sent to the pension committee, where 
it has never reached the stage of consid- 
eration by that committee. There never 
was, and there probably never will be, the 
slightest prospect of the passage of sucn 
a bill, and the promoters of the ‘25 cents” 
registration scheme are well aware of that 
fact. 
There Is Competition. 

There are several rival concerns engaged 
in this business, and there have been sev- 
eral disputes as to who should control the 
registration fees. It appears that I. H. 
Dickerson was deposed as general manager 
for a short time, but he was reinstated. 
The circular warns ex-slaves that there is 
a «difference between the ‘“‘Vaughn’s Club 
and ex-Slaves’ Mutual Relief Bounty and 
Pension Association.’”’ 

“Our association,’’ says the circular, ‘“‘is 
chartered and belongs to the people. The 
fee of 2 cents is merely charged the

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MR. CLEVELAND IS NOT DEAD. 


RUMOR CURRENT THROUGHOUT 
THE COUNTRY SUNDAY. 


Boat from Island Brings Intelligence 
That the ex-President Is 
Still Alive. 

Toledo, O., May 14.—Telegraphic inquiries 
have been pouring into Toledo from all 
parts of the country asking whether the 
rumor that ex-President Cleveland had 
died during the afternoon is correct. 

Mr. Cleveland according to the rumors, 
died suddenly during the afternoon at Mid- 
die Bass island in Lake Erie. From every 
point near the island the rumor was un- 
confirmed and every incoming boat from 
Put-in Bay was asked, but there is no 
confirmation. The cable office at Put-in 
Bay closed on time and nothing could be 
got from that point, but all messages from 
the island must go to Sandusky and noth- 
ing has been sent up to this time an- 
nouncing Mr. Cleveland's death. 

The rumors kept the people here in un- 
certainty until the steamer Arrow reached 


Sandusky late tonight. The Arrow made 
a stop at Middle Bass island at 10 p. m. 
Captain Brown, commanding the Arrow, 
said: 


“There is nothing whatever in the report 
that ex-President Cleveland is dead,”’ 


A number of people from Middle Bass 
island were on the Arrow. No one knew 
anything that would indicate the slightest 
foundation for a report that Mr. Cleve- 
land was in other than his usual rugged 
health. 


Special Tug Brings Straight Story. 


Toledo, O., May 14—The special tug sent 
to Middle Bass island last night to confirm 
or deny the rumors of the death of ex-Pres- 
icent Cleveland, reached Sandusky a fcw 
minutes before 2 o’clock. Mr, Cleveland is 
alive and very well indeed. When inform- 
ed of the rumors of his death he was much 
provoked, and said: 

“It is simply absurd.” He turned around 
and walked into the clubhouse,

Dr. Fare, a specialist, was {mmediately 
summoned and, as the result of his advice, 
it is announced this evening that Sir Hen- 
ry’s part during the present week will be 
taken by his son, Lawrence. Lawrence 
Irving is Sir Henry’s understudy in sev- 
eral notable roles. 

It is hoped that with complete rest he 
will be restored to his usual health by the 
end of the week. 


GIFT FROM GERMAN EMPEROR. 


Medals Are Given Eighty-Five Texans 
Who Served William I. 
Houston, Tex., May 14.—A unique cele- 
bration was held at Brenham, Washington 
county, today. An immense crowd assem- 
bled to take part in and to witness the pre- 
sentation to eighty-five veterans of the 
armies of William I, of Germany, of medals 
prepared by order of William III, and sent 

to Texas. 

The medals are engraved, setting forth the 
fact of service in the armies of Germany, 
and that they are awarded as a token of 
appreciation by the present emperor. 

The men who received them are in most 
instances well-to-do farmers, who have 
lived in Texas many years.

WORKMEN’S WAGES ARE RAISED. 


Four Large Iron Miils Add 10 Per 
Cent to Employees’ Pay. 

Beliaire, O., May 14.—At the Bellmont 
mii], top mill and label mill of Wheeling 
and Benwood blast furnace, of Martins 
Ferry, O., four of the !arge iron works in 
this section of the Ohio valley, all of which 
are the property of the Wheeling Steel and 
Iron Company, of Wheeling, have granted 
the 3,00 employees an advance in wages 
of 10 per cent, which takes effect tonignt 
and Monday. 

This increases the wages to the standard 
price paid in 1892 and are the last of the big 
jron mills to grant the increase by the sixty 
day adjustment. All puddlers will be grant- 
ed 6% per cent increase.

HAD BEEN SICK SHORT TIME 


Came to Georgla Sixty Years Ago and 
Practiced Law, 
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HE WAS ASSOCIATED WITH TOOMBS 


Served Two Terms in the State Senate 
and Was a Member of Two Con- 
stitutional Conventions—One 
of Gecrgia’s Ablest 
Lawyers. 


Washington, Ga, May 14.—(Special.)— 
Judge William ™. Reese died today at 11:15 
o'clock. The news of his death spread and 
before noon the whole community was 
aware that a grand man had departed from 
our midst never to return again. His noble 
spirit had been hovering between heaven 
and earth for the last two weeks and he 
had had the constant care of physician and 
trained nurse. All that human hands could 
do was done to alleviate his suffering and 
prolong his life. The interest manifested 
in his recovery was widespread. 

The first act of nearly every citizen in 
Washington on rising each day was to in- 
quire as to his condition. Daily telegrams 
came from all over Georgia from men anx- 
jous to learn of the slightest improvement. 
His death has cast a pall of sadness over 
the entire community, which will be shared 
Ly a large part of Georgia as soon as the 
news of his death becomes generally known. 
His remains will be Interred tomorrow af- 
ternoon at 4:30 o’clock in the Washington 
cemetery. 

Judge Reese was born jin Philadelphia in 
the year 1818. His father was a surgeon in 


the United States navy. He was graduated 


both from Princeton and Harvard. He re- 
ceived his classical education at Prince- 
ton and was taught the cudiments of law 
at Harvard. He came to Georgia in 1839 
and for one year was associated with Judge 
Lumpkin in the practice of law at Lexing- 
ton, Ga. One year jater he came to Wash- 
ington and begun the practice of law, which 
was #0 long and successiul, being associ- 
ated with General Robert Toombs. In 1846 
he married Miss Lucy Pettus, who survives 
him. He served two terms in the state 
senate and made a record which stands un- 
spotted. 

Genera} C. 8S. Dubose, in speaking of his 
service in the senate, said; 

“It is doubtful if a man more powerful 
ever served in the Georgla senate; one 
who, without being noisy or demonstrative, 
succeeded in putting his impress so deeply 
and beneficently on everything that was 
done by the body of which he was a mem- 
ber. His watchfulness, in even the smallest 
matters that went before the senate, is a 
marvel, and combined with his ripe experi- 
ence, his unimpeachable integrity, and his 
sterling ability, made him a model senator. 
There has been no day of the common- 
wealth so palmy or so full of great men 
that he would not have easily stood in the 
front rank.” 

He was a member of two constitutional 
conventions. In them he was recognized as 
a leader and his broad conservative mind 
was consulted on all occasions requiring 
wise deliberation and careful judgment. He 
wrote a valuable treatise on the law of ex- 
ecutors, administrators and guardians, 
‘which ts in every law office in Georgia and 
highly valued by the whole legal profes- 
sion. He was judge of the superior court, 
Northern. circuit, in 1860, and made an en- 
viable reputation as a just, wise and im- 
partial] judge, who brightened the white- 
ness of the ermine by his judicial frankness 
and tranquil fairness. Georgia never had 
a more interesting son. His reputation asa 
lawyer was known far and wide. He was 
always a great student and a profound 
thinker, We was a member of the Presby- 
terian church. He was a director and one 
of the counsel of the Geoogia Railroad and 
Banking Company at the time of his death, 
which position he had held for a number of 
years. He always made it a rule to take 
a long walk each day and a robust consti- 
tution was the result. Until last week he 
went to hig office each day and did office 
work. He was one of the ablest lawyers 
Georgia ever produced. He died at the ripe 
age of eighty-one. He leaves a wife and 
two children—Mrs. Sarah HK. Dillard and 
Hon. M. P. Reese.

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BLOQDHOUNDS FOUND HIM. 
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NEGRO MAN ENTERS ROOM OF 
YOUNG LADY. 


She Screamed and the Fellow Ran, 
Dogs Soon Locate Him—Threats 
of Lynching. 


_ Chattanooga, Tenn., May 14.—(Special.)— 
Miss Bessie Stark, a very handsome girl 
eighteen years of age, daughter of a 
prominent farmer residing near Dayton, 
Tenn., and who was visiting at the resi- 
dence of J. T. Dean, cashier of the Dayton 
bank, at the latter city, was aroused this 
morning by a negro man touching her per- 
son. The young lady screamed and es- 
caped from the negro to the first floor of 
the residence. Mr. Dean was aroused and 
made an effort to capture the fleeing negro, 
but failed. 

Bloodhounds were sent up from this city 
reaching there at 7 o’clock. The dogs 
were put on the track and treed Jesse Haf- 
ley, a negro boy elgntcen years of age, 
ir. a barn near the city. Hafley was ar- 
rested and confessed to having been in 
Miss Stark’s room, but said he did net 
know it was 2 lady in the room, and thet 
his object was robbery, and not to harm 
anyone, 

A determined mob had been formed to 
properly execute lynch Jaw, and the negro 
was terribly frightened. He will be held 
to the next term of court. 

There was still talk of lwnching tonight, 
but no demonstration has been made up 
to this hour. The prominent citizens of 
the town, among them Mr. Dean, counseled 
the people to allow the law to take iis 
course, givirg the negro the benefit of the 
doubt raised by his confessfon. 


LAKE SUPERIOR SCHOONER SINKS 


The Nelson Goes to the Bottom with 
All but One on Board. 

Salt Ste Marie, Mich., May 14.—The 
schooner Nelson, deeply laden with a cargo 
of coal, foundered in Lake superior off 
Grand Marais last evening and carried down 
all hands. No one escaped from this, the 
first disaster of the season, except the cap- 
tain. The crew consisted of the following: 

Captain Andrew Haghney, of Toledo; the 
captain’s wife; two-year-old child of Cap- 
tain Haghney; Fred Haas, sailor, residence 
unknown; six sailors, names unknown, 

The Nelson, which was owned by the 
Mitchell Transportation Company, of Bay 
City, Mich., was in ‘tow of the steamer Fol- 
som, which also had the schooner Mary B. 
Mitchell as a consort. The Folsom and 
Mitchell turned and arrived here this af- 
ternoon without serious damage. Captain 

Vhite, master of the steamer, at once re- 
ported the disaster to the owners. 

The Folsom, Mitchell and Nelson were 
laden with cqal. At the time of the disas- 
ter the wind was blowing a gale of fifty 
miles, and freezing hard. The three boats 
were being coated with ice, and this, added 
to their coal, made them ride very low in 
the water. Seas broke aboard constantly, 
and the force of the gale was driving them 
toward the beach.

WOULD NOT WORK OVER TIME. 


Twenty Girls Employed in Wire Works 


May Appeal to State Inspectors. 

Trenton, N. J., May 14.—Twenty girls em- 
ployed in the Roebling wire works have 
been discharged for refusing to work over- 
time in the evenings, 

The girls appealed to Charles G. Roebling 
from the action of the foreman, Lewis 
Snow, who discharged them. Mr. Roebling 
declined to interfere. 

The girls threaten to bring the matter 
to the attention of the state factory in- 
spectors, claiming that working overtime 
is contrary to law. Mr. Roebling claims 
that the overtime was emergency and was 
unavoidable. 


POLES CAUSE RIOT IN PITTSBURG 


Electric Car Kills a Child and Serious 


Trouble Follows. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 14.—At Pennsyivania 
avenue and Twenty-second street today a 
Consolidated Traction car in coming along 
the avenue struck and horribly mangled 
Katie Three, a Polish child three years of 
age. While the body was being taken from 
under the car, a crowd of several hundred, 
principally Poles, gathered and became so 
incensed at the sight that they attacked 
the motorman and conductor with the in- 
tention of lynching them. By this time the 
patrol wagon arrived and one of the offi- 
cers jumped into the cab with the motor- 
man and succeeded in getting the car and 
occupants out of danger. Michae] Bigge, 
the only policeman left with the mob, was 
then pounced upon and badly beaten. He 
succeeded, however, in tholding one of the 
ringleaders until a squad of reserves came 
to his relief. When the officers attempted 
to put the arrested man into the wagon the 
mob made a dash to rescue him and a des- 
perate battle followed, lasting half an hour, 
by which time re-enforcements arrived and 
the rioteers were dispersed, many of them 
being much the worse for the rough usage 
the policemen were compelled to resort to. 
Five of the principal ringleaders in the riot 
were arrested,

with squads of yelling college men from 
the Rose polytechnic institute and the In- 
diana state normal school. 

For some time there has been bad blood 
between the students of the two institu- 
tions, resulting from a disputed ball game, 
Last night 100 of the polytechnic men broke 
into P. J. Kimmei’s room and endeavored 
to kidnap him. Kimmel, who is a physical 
director in the state normal, at the point 
of a revolver, compelled the collegians to 
retire. Later 250 normal men acted as 
body guard for the physical director, and 
there were frequent clashes between the 
two colleges.

Manila, May 14.~—The civilian members of 
the United States Philippine commission 
are favorable to the meeting with a Fili- 
pino commission, which was suggested yes- 
terday’ on behalf of Aguinaldo, by Lieu- 
tenant Reyes, of the staff of General Gre- 
gerio del Pilar, who came to General Law: 
ton under a flag of truce, bearing the 
proposal. It is thought by the Ame.‘can 
commissioners that the idea may have 
resulted from a recent meeting of the so- 
called Filipino congress at San Isidor. Defi- 
nite information on this point, however, 
cannot yet be obtained; though the local 
Filipino committee, which is in close com- 
munication with the leaders of the rebel- 
lion, is doing its utmost to secure peace. 
Ten members of Major General Law- 
ton’s band of seouts, under M. C. Young, 
the old Indian fighter, entered the town of 
San Mieguel, about fifteen miles north of 
Norzagaray, not aware of what place it 
was. They found 200 Filipinos there, but 
the rebels, taking the scouts for the ad- 
vance of General Lawton's army, fled, after 
firing a few shots. Young and another 
scout were wounded and have been brought 
to Manila. The Ninth infantry and a 
mountain battery of six guns have been 

sent to the front. 

The uniform quiet now prevailing in 
Manila has led the authorities to relax 
the rule under which the city streets were 
cleared from 7 to 8:30 p. m., and this even- 
ing there is the largest and most brilliant 
assembly of pedestrians and people in 
carriages to listen to a band concert on 
the Luneta that been Known here 
since the Spaniards left.

Pro-Cathedral on Stanton Stree! 
Crowded {0 Overflowing, 


NO SCENE WAS PRESENTED 


Ceremonies Were Notable for the Quiet- 
ness Which Prevailed. 


ANTICIPATED OBJECTIONS DIDN'T SHOW 


The Bishop States That Only One 
Layman Had Protested Against 
the Confirmation and .That 
He Had Been Fully 
Answered. 


New York, May 14.—In the pro-Cathedral 
on Stanton street, Rev. Dr. C. A. Briggs, 
who was suspended for heresy by the Pres- 
bvterian assembly was ordained a priest 
of the Episcopal church. He was ordained 
together with the Rev. Charles A. Snedeker 
and the ordination ceremonies were cone 
ducted by Bishop Potter. 

The little church was crowded with people 
and the notable for the 
quietness that prevailed. 

Those who expected, from the great out- 
cry of the past three or four weeks, some 
sensational features, were disappointed. 
There was no scene, no excitement and no 
protest was filed at the beginning, during 
or at the close of the ordination. 

There was nothing notable in the sermon 
preached by Rev. Dr. George Willlam Dou- 
giass. 

The ceremonies were very long, commenc- 
ing at 10:30 o'clock and continuing until late 
in the afternoon. If anything, the services 
were hurried a little and the general com- 
munion which followed the communion of 
the postulants or candidates tended to ex- 
tend the time. 

There was a large crowd about the little 
pro-Cathedral church as early as 8 o'clock. 
This increased as the time for the ordina- 
tion ceremonies approached. 

After the Sunday school had finished its 
exercises, the vicar, the Rev. Dr. Paddock, 
was approached, by Inspector Cross, of the 
police, who had a conversation with him, 
Several policemen were outside the church 
and some in the church. 

The church does not seat more than 500 
people and there was about twice that 
number sitting and standing. 

Bishop Potter said before the ceremony 
that he had received no notice of protest 
from any clergyman and that he appre- 
hended no interruption. He said, however, 
that he had received one letter of protest 
from a prominent layman, whose name he 
withheld. He said that as this letter was 
written under a misapprehension as to the 
facts and as to the church law tn the case, 
he had answered it at some length, this re- 
ply to serve as a general statement. 

In his letter Bishop Potter quoted church 
authority for his course, but said that while 
he pointed out the fact of his being within 
church law and precedent in the matter he 
did not wish in so doing to shield himself 
from fhe personal responsibility attaching 
to his course. This, he said, he was perfect- 
ly ready to assume. 
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McKINLEY’S COURSE INDORSED. 


Large Meeting in Minneapolis Sustains 
Philippine Policy. 
Minneapolis, Minn.. May 4.—One of the 
largest gatherings ever seen in this city 
today adopted strong resolutions upholding 
the policy of the administration in connec- 
tion with the Philippines. The names of 
President McKinley and of Dewey were 
cheered to the echo several times during 

the afternoon. 

President Northop, of the University of 
Minnesota, one of the principal speakers, 
severely criticised the college professors 
and presidents, who have recently antag- 
onized President McKinley’s course in the 
Philippines, and declared that the president 
was doing only that which could be done in 
justice to all mankind.

It is quite likely that the sub- 
ject will be investigated by congress next 
winter, now that so many of the honest 
and intelligent colored men have advised 
their misguided brethren of the improba- 
bility of an ex-slave pension bill becoming 
a law.

There was one death en route of a man 
from meningitis, who should not have been 
taken aboard at New York. From New York 
to Gibraltar the master of the vessel toon 
what is known as the southern route, on 
account of the severity of the northern 
route during winter and liability of passen- 
gers to contract pneumonia. It is, however, 
about 300 miles longer. Port Said came neal 
being a stumbling block on the voyage, 
the canal officials refused to take anything 
but gold In payment of tolls. The difficulty, 
however, was overeome by getting an Eng- 
lish banker to cash the quartermasters 
check for £2,460 12s. The total distance cov- 
ered by the transport its 11,95]‘z nautical 
miles and the time required to make it 
forty-three davs and eight hours. 

The Grant left Manila March 25th, home- 

ward bound, with about 380 tons of coal 
aboard, more than sufficient to have earried 
it to Negusaki, to which the v¢ gsel was or- 
dered to take on a full supply to reach 
San Francisco. Because of the defective ma- 
chinerv and for other reasons the ship was 
compelled to make Shanghai and arrived 
there on March 8lst, with barely ten tons 
of coal in the bunkers. Had she proceeded 
to Nagasaki she would have been left adrift 
at sea. It was necessary, the report says, 
to gat an anchorage and wait the subsiding 
of the heavy sea. A stop also was made at 
Nagasaki. On the way home a men died 
from smallpox. 
The report quotes the quarantine officer 
at San Francisco as saying that the Grant 
is the cleanest ship he has inspected in his 
two years’ service there. Other vessels are 
being fitted out by the quartermaster’s bu- 
reau for the transport service to the Philip- 
pines and many improvements over those 
now in use suggested by the brief experi- 
ences already obtained are being made in 
them, so as to insure the health and com- 
fort of the men en route. 
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SPANISH SOLDIERS MAY LEAVE. 


All Troops Yet in Philippines Ordered 
Away by Madrid Officials. 
Madrid, May 14.—Senor Don Francisco Sil- 
vela, the Spanish premier, in an interview 
today regarding the attack by the Filipinos 
upon the Spanish garrison at Zamboanga, 
island of Mindanao, in which two Spanish 
officers and three men were wounded and 

one man was killed, said: 

‘Tt is very painful to us to have suffered 
these losses in a territory which does not 
belong to us. We left these troops in the 
Philippines in the hope that they might aid 
in securing the release of the Spanish pris- 
oners in the hands of the Filipinos. Our 
efforts in this direction have been fruitless. 
Aguinaldo refuses to treat with us, and a 
Frenchman (M. Dumarats), who had offer- 
ed in our behalf to treat with the enemy, 
was killed by them. 

“America has not yet succeeded, and she 
has no more authority than we had. We 
cannot leaye troops any longer in a terri- 
tory that we are not obliged to defend, and 
I have telegraphed General Rios to use 


tation of our troops from Zamboanga an@ 
Yolo, and to acquaint Major General Otis 
with those instructions, so that the Amer- 
ican commander may possess the territories 
we are abandoning.” 

The Filipino committee has issued a man- 
ifesto to the press declaring that the Fili- 
pino government will reject all negotiations 
for peace on the part of the Americans 
based upon any scheme of autonomy, and 
will demand that the United States fulfill 
the engagement made before the declara- 
tion of war with Spain. 

The manifesto denies that General Anto- 
nio Luna has surrendered and asserts that 
Major General Lawton is routed and that 
the hospitals are ‘“‘filled with Americans,’ 
hundreds of whom are insubordinate. 


Stopping Frauds by Spaniards. 


Madrid, May 14.~The minister of finance, 
Marquis Villavere, has issued a decree 
Closing - Immediately the register of for- 
eign bond holders, in order to decide who 
is entitled to gold payments on the extern- 
al debt coupons, under the recent law, 
This course is taken to stop the frauds 
by which Spaniards transfer their claims 
in order to secure gold, to which foreign- 
ers only are entitled. 


Insurgents Attack Spaniards. 


Washington, May 14.—The war depart- 
ment today received the following dis- 
patch: 

‘Manila, May 14.—It is reported that at 
Zamboanga insurgents attacked Spanish 
troops llth instant, using quick-firing guns 
and arms captured from Spanish gunboats.

BAPTISTS HOLD 
KENTUCKY TOWN 


Louisville Was Given Up to the 
Church Workers Yesterday, 


SERVICES WERE NUMEROUS 


President of Foreign Mission Board 
Presides Over Mass Meeting, 


THE EXPANSIONISTS ARE IN EVIDENCE 


Rev. Dr. Carroll, of Texas, Preaches 
One of the Interesting Sermons of 
the Day, While ex-Governor 
Northen Entertains an 
Audience. 


Louisville, Ky., May 14.—Missions and 
missionary work, without special reference 
to any particular board or locality of op- 
erating, formed the basis of three interest- 
ing and instructive addresses at the War- 
ren Memorial church this afternoon to the 
delegates attending the southern Baptist 
convention, 

Professor Charles H. Winston, of Rich- 
mond, Va., the president of the foreign 
mission board, presided over the mass meet- 
ing. 

At the close of a short religious service 
the president introduced Rev. A. J. Barton, 
of Richmond, who is the assistant secretary 
of the foreign mission board. Mr. Barton 
discussed the status of missionary senti- 
ment among the churches and summed up 
the work of the past conventional year in 
an entertaining and gratifying amnner. 

Protessor W, L. Poteat, of Wake Forest 
North Carolina, was the next 
lie devoted his address to the 
netessity of continued misslonary agitation 
and emphasized the pre-eminence of the 
mission work in the life of the churches. 

Dr. J. B. Gambrell, of Texas, president 
of the National Educational Society, and 
also of the education commission of Tex- 
spoke of the needed missionary ex- 
pansion io keep pace with the extended 
governmental projects of the country. The 
kindling of missionary fires in all these 
new provinces and the education of the peo- 
ple up to the proper appreciation of Chris- 
tian duty to our country’s new subjects in- 
vited his attention. He was an expansionist 
politically, and he was unspeakably more 
an expansionist with reference to the king- 
dom of God than to the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 

Dr. Gambrell’s address closed the exer- 
cises of the afternoon. 

The Rev. B; H. Carroll, D. D., of Tex- 
as, who, besides being one of the most elo- 
quent preachers in the southern Egptist 
church, has been one of the most prominent 
ministers in the convention here, preached 
at East Baptist church in the morning and 
at Walnut street Baptist church at night. 
Both houses were filled to overflowing 
With those who have long been familiar 
with his name. 

In response to a letter of inquiry rfom an 
unknown lady, Dr. Carroll's sermon was an 
explanation of Psalm xxiii: ‘‘Thy rod and 
Thy staff, they comfort me.” It was en- 
tirely extemporaneous, and delivered with- 
out notes o fany kind. 

A missionary service was held this after- 
noon at the Twenty-second and Walnut 
street Baptist church. The Rev. Mr. Whit- 
tingham, of Richmond, Va., correspond- 
ing secretary of the foreign missionary 
board, conducted the meeting. Many of 
the visiting Baptist ministers were present. 

The Rev, Mr. Compton, of Baltimore, fol- 
lowed in a short address. He spoke of the 
opportunities which Cuba offered, and gave 
three reasons why the island should be 
saved by the Baptist church. They 
were: First, “when liberty comes, 
if the island is not Christianized, 
she will become an infidel. Second: 
The religion of Baptists will go 
hand in hand with freedom, exactly as Ro- 
man Catholicism will go hand in hand with 
tyranny, as it was under Spain. Third: The 
country should belong to the southern 
Baptists, as it is naturally ours, both by 
location and environments.” 

The Rev. George W. Truett, of Texas, 
was the last speaker. His talk was short 
and to the point. 

tev. Dr. Peyton Hoge, of Wilmington, N. 
C., preached to two audiences morning and 
evening at the church at Fourth and Broad- 
way. 

The gymnasium of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association was filled with men Sun- 
day afternoon when two distinguished pion- 
eer association men, ex-Governor Northen, 
of Georgia, and Hon. Joshua Levering, of 

3altimore, delivered half-hour addresses. 
The former spoke first, relating many inter- 
esting reminiscences, and making an elo- 
quent plea for the Christianizing of the 
world. 

Mr. Levering discussed association work. 
He believed in individuality in the work be- 
ing done. He was of ithe opinion that the 
few who aim to make the association pop- 
ular are allowed to hide the individual. He 
wanted each man to do his own work. He 
gave facts and figures as to the number of 
associations and members in the world, and 
declared that in every land and in every city 
good work and much good is being accom- 
plished. 

The women had things their own way ait 
the Broadway.

ON BROOKE TODAY 


Old Cuban Notified American 
That He Wants Conference 


WILL DISCUSS THE $3,000,000

Rodriguez Declares the Old General 
Has Not Made an Anti-American 
Alliance with Island Offi- 
cers and Will Stand by 
Brooke to the End.

Havana, May 14.-General Gomez has 
sent a message to Governor General Brooke 
that he will himself take the pleasure of 
calling at headquarters tomorrow morning 
at 9 o'clock for a further conference re- 
Zarding the payment of the Cuban troops, 
The appointment for the interview Is the 
result of a direct inquiry as to what Gen- 
eral Gomez intended to do, in view of the 
resignation and non-appearance of all the 
Cuban officers nominated by him to repre- 
Sent the several in the distribution 
of the $3,000,000. 

General Brooke is determined to disre- 
gard, for the present, the reports that 
reach him from various sources as to the 
alleged intention of Gomez to withdraw his 
co-operation ang thus to throw into confu- 
sion the carefully matured plans for dis- 
tributing the fund. He believes that the 
personal interview tomorrow ought to ad- 
just the matter and to point the way out 
of the temporary perplexity. He is unwill- 
ing to consider Gomez as insincere op as 
acting in bad faith, but the governor gen- 
eral still retains the discretion reposed 
by President McKinley to abandon the ef- 
fort to disband the late insurgents with 
the gratuity and to send back the entire 
amount to the United States. 

The Cuban general, Rafael 
speaking for Gomez today, said that the 
reports of a difference with General Brooke 
Were absolutely untrue. The attitude of 
Gomez, he declared, had undergone no 
change, and the principal generals of the 
Cuban army, as well as the rank and file, 
continued to support Gomez as they al- 
ways had. He flatly denied that there had 
been any meeting of Cuban officers at 
which Gomez had been present or held 
with his approval where a decision had 
been reached not to surrender the arms, 
and he explained that all the talk about a 


corps 


revolt in the army against the surrender- 


ing of the arms was the work of the mem- 
bers of the former military assembly—‘‘a 
group of malcontents behind Manuel San- 
guflly, who can give no trouble, and are 
not worthy of consideration. In explain- 
ing the withdrawal of the Cuban generals 
who were appointed to serve with the 
Americans in distributing the $3,000,000, Gen- 
eral Rodriguez said that Rojas probably 
withdrew owing to the anti-Gomez influ- 
ence; Nodarse, because General Brooke 
had not appointed him civil governor of 
Havana; and Monteagudo, because he was 
busy in the province of Santa Clara, giv- 
ing Major General Wilson the benefit of his 
@»-operation there. Rodriguea expressed 
himsélf as confident that other officers of 
equal prominence and: authority be found 
to act with the Americans. 

As early as March 22d, Gomez agreed that 
the arms should be stored in the military 
custody of the United States. This plan 
was clearly understood by the Cubans. 
Nevertheless, the politicians and some of 
the more restless Cuban officers are today 
talking in a warlike strain, spreading ex- 
citing stories about ‘“‘taking to the woods” 
and fighting the Americans, and attributing 
to Gomez things he never said. 

A report is in circulation this evening 
that the Cuban colonel, Agardin, who has 
been employed in the preparation of the 
Cuban lists, has been detected padding the 
rolls so as to Qefraud the distributors to the 
extent of $3,000. The military authorities, 
however, deny this report. 

General Gomez called upon friends in Ha- 
vana today and attended services in mem- 
ory of Captain Esvironde, who was killed 
two years ago at Clenfuegos. 

The mortgage holders will hold a meet- 
ing tomorrow to fix upon a basis for a 
proposition looking to a private agreement 
with their debtors.

FOREIGNERS BEGIN 
TO FILE CLAIMS 


Against United States for Damages Said 
To Have Been Sustained in Cuba. 


i 


THREE NATIONS HEARD FROM 
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Eritons Charge Up.a Heavier Loss 
Than Any Other Nation So Far. 


GERMANY HAS THE LEAST OF ALL 
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Citizens of the United States Have 
Accounts To Render, Too, but 
They Are Provided For. 
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Washington, May 14.—The state depart- 
ment has been informally advised that 
Claims aggregating a considerable amount 
have been made by British, French and 
German residents in Cuba during the re- 
cent insurrection, and that these ultimately 
will be pressed against the United States 
government. The claims themselves have 
not been ‘presented, but are being collected 
by the several foreign offices as the claim- 
ants send them in. In some cases schedules 
have been made, and the aggregate stated 
to the authorities here. The French claims 
aggregate between twelve and fifteen mil- 
lion francs. The German claims are under- 
stood to be slightly under those of the 
French, while the British claims are said 
to be considerably more than either the 
French or German. 

These foreign claims are quite distinct 
from those of citizens of the United States, 
originally against Spain for damages #us- 
tained in Cuba during the fnsurrection. The 
peace treaty specifically provided for tnese 
American claimants, releasing Spain and 
stating that the United States would inake 
such settlement as was proper. Under this 
clause claims aggregating several millions 
have been filed. No provision. however, 
was made by the treaty for foreign claim- 
ants, and there appears to be much doubt 
as to who is Hable since the sovereignty 
over Cuba has passed out of the hands of 
Spain. The United States having under- 
-taken to look after the American claimants, 
the foreigners are desirous of being treat- 
ed in the same manner. 

It was stated at one of the foreign estab- 
lishments that there was no disposition to 
push the claims unduly, but to bring them 
to the attention of the United States gov- 
ernment in order that the question of lia- 
bility might be determined, and such relief 
granted as the merits of the cases warrant- 
ed. It is appreciated in these foreign quar- 
ters that payments will be largely a matter 
of discretion‘with the United States, as the 
obligation to look after the American 
claimants was assumed voluntarily and 
there is no obligation, either in the treaty 
or on general principles of law for assum- 
ing the claims growing out of Spain’s liia- 
bility to maintain order in Cuba during the 
period of Spanish rule.

Once 
while down town she mentioned the fact 
that one of her eyes was twitching with 
nervousness. 

When Celia rushed from the house to tell 
of the murder, she hall only left her com- 
panion about three minutes. 

How the Body Was Found. 

Adam Hardy’s body was found lying upon 
the floor of the kitchen, with an overturned 
chair beside him. He was eating supper 
when some-one struck him two blows on the 
head with a hatchet, which, judging from 
the nature of the wounds, must have been 
a keen and long-bladed batchet, such as is 
used for lath work. He had eaten about 
one-fourth of a pone of corn bread and a 
dish of collards. 

The old man could not have been at the 
table more than five minutes when he was 
assassinated, and had not finished his meal. 

The house contains three rooms and a 
8mall closet on the back porch. On either 
side of the narrow front hall is a bedroom, 
and in the rear of the bedroom) on the right 
of the hall is a room which was used as a 
kitchen and dining room, There are two 
doors to the kitchen, one opening into the 
bedroom and the other on the back porch. 

Hardy was sitting at a table in the kitch- 
€n with his back to the door which opened 
Upon the porch. He had come home on his 
dray, fed his horse and sat down to eat. 

The sixteen-year-old son of Celia Barrow, 
who also lived in the house, claims that he 
left to go to a store a few minutes before 
the old man began to eat, 

Celia Barrow says she left the house while 
the old man was at the table. 

Clews to the Murer.

John Evans, and the old man had borrowed 
$125 for Evans with which to start a small 
Store, and Evans had failed to repay the 
money, and he and the old man had quar- 
reled about the matter. 

Adam Hardy, Jr., is a worthless sort of 
a fellow, and without any means. 

The old man owned his home, a horse and 
a dray, and had some money. He might 
have been worth about $3,000.

Hardy Married and Hardy Dead. 


If Hardy had married again, and it was 
believed he would have done so in a few 
days, his son might have been disinherited;

Truitt’s beau would have been cut out. 

With the old man dead, the son would 
come into possession of the property; the 
grandson by marriage might be -relieved 
.of the debt; Celia Barrow might retain her 
home, and Lizzie Truitt’s beau might marry 
her, 

‘Where They All Were. 

When the murder was committeed Celia 
Barrow says she was down town with the 
neighbor; her son says he was at a store; 
Adam Hardy, Jr., says he was at a barber 
shop on Decatur street; John Evans says 
he was at home, and Lizzie Truitt’s beau 
has never been found. 

Adam Hardy, Jr., says the first he knew 
of the murder was when Monroe, Celia’s 
son, came after him; Monroe says he was at 
a nearby store and heard the screams. 

Adam Hardy went to the scene of the 
murder on a fast run up Fraser street, and 
was nearly exhausted when he reached the 
house. He stated at first that he had run 
from the barber shop, but he was seen by 
a reporter of The Constitution turning into 
Fraser street from East Fair, which was 
not in the direction of Decatur street, Then, 
later, he said he went by his home to tell 
Julia Clark about the murder before he 
went to his father’s home. This would have 
taken him out Fair street. 

Celia Barrow, Monroe Hardy, her son; 
Adam Hardy, Jr., and Lizzie Truitt have 
been arrested on suspicion. 

' That is the whole evidence in the posses- 
sion of the detectives and the status of the 
case at present. 

- The affair is undoubtedly one of the most 
interesting murder mysteries that has ever 
come to light im Atlanta. 

The detectives and the coroner, who will 
hold an inquest later, are sorely puzzled, 
and are trying with all their skill and 
ability to tell who assassinated Adam 
Hardy.

Police Make Two Cases Yesterday for 
Vfolating Sunday Laws. 


BOOTBLACKS NOT MOLESTED | 


Drug Stores Selling Cigarettes Will 
Not Be Troubled at Present. 


CASES MADE WERE AGAINST CIGAR DEALERS 


Claimed They Did Not Remove Objec- 
tionable Goods from Their Stores, 
The Trials This Morning. 


Two cigar and tobacco dealears were 
served with charges yesterday for violat- 
ing the Sunday closing law. 

Captain Thompson Instructed Patrolmen 
Crim and Dobbins to make cases against 
Harry Silverman and Thomas H. Pitts. 

Mr. Silverman, the officers. chatge, kept 
open his cigar store on Peachtree street 
with a stock of pipes and cigar holders in 
the place. He had some papers over the 
Pipes and holders, but under the ruling 
of the recorder, so Captain Thompson says, 
nothing can be kept in the store except 
cigars and tobacco. 

Mr. Pitts runs the cigar stand in the 
drug store at the corner of Peachtree and 
Marietta streets. The officers say he owns 
the stand and the store has nothing to 
do with the business. He is charged with 
selling cigarettes along with his. cigars and 
tobacco, and under the ruling of Recorder 
Broyles cigarettes cannot be sold on Sun- 
day in Atlanta. 

It is said that several of the drug stores 
sold cigarettes yesterday, but Captain 
Thompson states the chief of police has 
Instructed him not to molest the drug 
stores at present. 

It was expected that the police would 
arrest all the bootblacks, but none of them 
were taken in custody. 

“The bootblacks are most too small for 
us to arrest just now,’ Captain Thompson 
explained yesterday afternoon. “The re- 
corder has told us that if any of the 
bootblacks are brought before him for 
shining shoes on Sunday he would have 
to bind them over to the state courts. It 
seems to be just a little hard to have the 
bootblacks sent to the county chaingang 
for the offense.’’ 

None of the small fruit stands violated 
the Sunday law yesterday. A few of them 
opened up with soda water licenses, but they 
sold nothing but cold and non-intoxicating 
drinks. 

The lunch stands sold lunches only. 

All the other cigar dealers, except the 
two against whom cases were made, had 
only cigars and tobacco in their places 
of business, having removed all articles pro- 
hibited by the Sunday ordinance. 

Captain Thompson said yesterday that 
he intended, under the instructions of the 
chief, to see that hereafter all persons 
keeping open unlawfully on the Sabbath 
were promptly arrested, 

Messrs. Silverman and Pitts will be tried 
iri the police court this morning.

THE TRIP TO BE MADE IN A SPECIAL CAR 


Meyor Pro Tem. I. 8. Mitchell Will 
Head the Party—Some of Those 
Who Will Go.

The street committee of the city council, 
occompanied by several other solons, and 
headed by Mayor Pro Tem I. 8. Mitchell, 
will leave in a private car over the South- 
ern railway for Memphis the first part of 
next week. The party will be gone sever- 
al days, and an enjoyable time is assured 
in the Bluff City. 

The object of the trip is to inspect the 
street paving of that city. The street 
committee of the local counci] has been 
making trips to various cities throughout 
the country for this purpose, and realizing 
that the Memphis officials have put a good 
amount of study and investigation on the 
subject of street paving, the local officials 
are anxious to see the result and profit by 
it, 

The street committee which is one of the 
most important bodies of the municipal 
eouncil, has charge of all of the street 
paving, and Chairman Mitchell is anxious 
to secure the very best materials for the 
people’s money. Atlanta is growing fast 
and a good amount of paving will 
have be done ail the near 
future, particularly on the side and res- 
idence thoroughfares, Atlanta is spreading 
out in atl directions, and the officials will 
attempt to give the tax payers the worth 


to 


of their money. 

The city has been using chert and stone 
on nearly all side and residence streets up 
to the present time, but this paving is 
not altogether satisfactory, and the offi- 
Cilals want something else. In order to 
know the best methods and materials for 
street ipaving, ‘the committee deems it 
necessary to keep posted on the advance- 
ment other eities are making, and hence 
the trip to Memphis. 

The committee visited Macon several 
weeks ago to Inspect the new shell pave- 
ment that has been adopted in that city. 
The officials were very much pleased with 
the outlook, but they want to see what 
is doing on this line. The Biuff City is 
one of the most progressive in the entire 
south, and the Atlantians expect to gain 
some valuable pointers from her street 
paving, and methods of municipal govern- 
ment, 

“I have heard a great many favorable 
reports from the paving in Memphis,” said 
Chairman Mitchell yesterday, ‘‘and the 
committee is anxious to see what they 
have done over there. We are not exact- 
ly satisfied with the kind of material we 
have been using on our side streets here, 
and are sure better pavement can be secur- 
ed for about the same cost. In order to 
keep abreast with the march of progress 
on this line, we must know what other 
cities are doing, and the only way to find 
thls out is to go and see. The trip will 
also be a very pleasant one, as all of the 
committeemenh are anxious to get a 
glimpse of the Bluff Ciry.”’ 

It is probable that the party will be 
composed of ten or twelve councilmen. 
They will leave Atlanta either next Mon- 
day or Tuesday week in the afternoon, 
arriving in Memphis early the nxt morn- 
ing. it is probable that two days and 
one night, or perhaps longer will be spent 
there.

As to 
whether they will consent to this, remains 
to be seen, They refuse to state what 
course they will pursue, but claim they 
are in good faith, and are anxious to give 
Atlanta a new. station. 

There is no doubt that the chances for the 
new depot depend on the railroads and city 
reaching some agreement. The people of 
Atlanta demand relief from the present 
mud shack, and the councilmen will obey 
the people’s wishes so far as it is con- 
cerned. There is no reason, therefore, why 
this afternoon’s conference should not re- 
sult in some decidedly encouraging step to- 
ward the solution of the problem. The 
outcome will be watahed with the greatest 
interest. 

Reports on Sunday Sales. ~ 

There is likely to be a lively debate over 
the Sunday closing movement. The city re- 
corder has ruled that under existing stat- 
utes all tobacco stands keeping pipes and 
smokers’ supplies must close their places of 
business on the Sabbath, while those not 
keeping smokers’ supplies may keep open 
on the Sabbath. The tobacco men have ap- 
pealed to council for a remedy, and the 
ordinance commititee, when it considered 
the matter las. week, failed to agree, and 
will render two repcrts this afternoon. 

Aldermen Turner and Mayson will present

an atrendinent to :he original law, closing 
all cigar and tobaeco stands, and not al- 
lowing drug stcres to sell goods of this 
character on the Lord’s day. These gentle- 
men have strong influence in the council, 
and while they are going te meet oppasi- 
tien, they will make an effort to have their 
report adopted. The cilgur men state they 
are willing ‘o close on Sunday provide 
every dcaler in the city is made to conform 
to ne same rule. 

Councilmen Hammond and Dozier will 
report in favor of the present regulations— 
that is, allowing all the stands to keep open 
on Sunday, regardless of whether smoker's 
supplies are in stock or not, provided noth- 
ing but cigars and tobacco are sold. These 
gentlemen say they are more liberal in 
their opinions than Messrs. Turner and 
Mayson, claiming ‘there is no harm in sell- 
ing these goods on the Sabbath. Dr. Tur- 
ner believes in selling necessities on Sun- 
day, but he does not hold tobacco and ci- 
gars as necessities. 

The two reports will no doubt cause a 
lively debate, and the result means much 
to the tobacco dealers of the city.

STRONG SERMONS HEARD 
IN ATLANTA PULPITS. 


. THE FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


ta ™ 
Rt, CB. Bridewsl, te new pastor o 
a mst Presbyterian church, preached the 
stake tod sermon of his pastorate yes- 
a ning. One of the largest con- 
Bregations in the history of the church 
heard the distinguished young divine, and 
Gave him a most cordial welcome to his 
wii field of labor. His sermon on the 

Power of the 70spel"’ was cloquent and 
forceful, containing Many truths which 
went deep into the hearts of all his hearers. 

Rev, Bridewell comes from Fort Worth, 
Tex., and is one of the most eloqient min- 
istergs in the Presbyterian denomination. 
The First Presbyterian church is exceeding- 
ly fortunate in securing him as {ts pastor, 
and he will accomplish great good in At- 
lanta, 

The musical programme. yesterday morn- 
ing was unusually artistic. A double quar- 
letle rendered the “Inflammatus”’ with 
Aon effect. and the sweet soprano of Miss 
eennie Boyd was never heard to better ad- 
vantage. The chancel was beautifully dec- 
orated with flowers and ferns, and alto- 
eecther the service was most impressive. 

Rev, Bridewell took this text from Ro- 
mans, 1, 16, and spoke in part, as follows: 

“When these words were written by the 
apostle Paul, the gospel of Christ did not 
cecvpy in the world the pesition it does at 
the present time. Today, when Christian- 
ity can point tothe triumphs of nearly nine- 
teen centuries; when it has received the 
homage of the nobest intellects and purest 
hearts; when it commands the reverence of 
the civilized world, it is rot easy to under- 
Stand how at first there should have been 
any iemptation to be ashamed of the relig- 
lom of Jesus. Yet there Were reasons Which 
would have rendered some men ashamed of 
it. Could we put curselves in the position 
of those who lived in the first centuries of 
the Christian era we should doubtless feel 
that confidenee and courage in no ordinary 
degree were needed in order to profess and 
bromulgate this faith. The very origin of 
Christianity in the eyes of the world was 
meun.and contemptible. lts founder, the 
Christ, was of the despised race of the 
Jews. He was not born in a royal palace or 
nursed among the lordly of the earth. His 
birihp'ace was a stable; His home the sim- 
ple dwelling of Joseph: his training schzol 
the carpenter’s works"op, and his death on 
the cross was regarded by Jew and Reman 
us the most ignominious punishment that 
could be inflicted. 

“In addition to this, the followers of this 
new faith were, for the most part, poor and 
illiterate. The philosophers and the rich 
merchants, the high-born and those who 
occupied positions of influence had but few 
representatives among the disciples of 
Jesus. His apostles were not drawn 
from the schools of the acute. theo- 
logians and profound philosophers, nor 
from the ranks’ of the wealthy 
and noble, but from’ the laboring 
Classes, whom the world regarded 
as foolish, weak and of no _  impor- 
tance. One or two of the twelve may have 
been in easy circumstances, but none of 
them appears to have been of high birth. 
These were circumstances damaging to the 
religion in the eyes of carnal man. The 
philosopher, Celsus, jeers at the fact that 
woolworkers, cobblers and leather dressers, 
the most illiterate and clownish of men, 
Were zealous preachers of the gospel and 
particularly that they addressed themselves 
in the first instance to women and children. 

“The proud Roman could not understand 
a religion which treated slaves as men, 
and addressed itself equally to all. Chris- 
tianity did not come into the world recom- 
mended by the fascination of philosophers 
and the persuasiveness of eloquence and po- 
etry; it had no gorgeous temples, no. spien- 
did ritual, no imposing ceremonies. It came 
with no show. Its beauty was its simplici- 
ty, and its power wore the guise of 
weakness. Paul was a Hebrew of the He- 
brews, a rabbi, held in high esteem and re- 
pute among the learned and powerful of 
his countrymen. He was a scholar, versed 
not only in the traditions of the Jews, but 
in the philosophy of the Greeks, with a 
mind capable of expounding and adorning 
Greek philosophy. He was a Roman citi- 
zen entitled to all the privileges and immu- 
nities attaching to that high position. Was 
he likely to ally thimself to a religion the 
profession of which would be regarded with 
contempt by the civic authorities, unless 
for political reasons he intepded to visit its 
propagation with penalties? mven so. He 
had not been ashamed of the gospel at 
Athens, neither would he be ashamed of it 
at Rome. He had proclaimed the message 
of the humble Nazarene in the city of Pla- 
to and Socrates, he would preach it also in 
the city of Cicero and Senaca. He was 
not ashamed to teach where they had 
taught. He was right. The name of Jesus 
of Nazareth was greater than the name of 
Socrates, and he who sat at his feet might 
learn what Plato could never teach. No 
thoughts of Senaca’s, no eloquence of Cic- 
ero’s could ever compare with the sublime 
eloquence that fell from the lips of the 
man of Gallilee, for never a man spake as 
this man spake. 

‘Paul knew how much the world needed 
Christ and the power of His gospel. And 
so he declares, ‘I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ,’ and, buckling on his 
armor, he goes forth on his missionary 
journey, burning with an overmastering, 
overwhelming, all-conquering zeal to pro- 
claim Christ crucified and to persuade men 
in Christ’s stead to be reconciled to God. 
Paul furthermore understood the nature of 
the gospel, and it afforded him just and 
reasonable grounds for his boasting. The 
divine means for reconciling guilty, rebel- 
lious men to God, the righteous Judge and 
Ruler; the tidings of the Redeemer'’s ad- 
vent, ministry, sacrifice and ascension, 
were not tidings to be received with devout 
thankfulness; it was a gospel of glorious 
news to be proclaimed with the utmost zeal 
and earnestness. Paul saw the world lying 
in sin and wickedness. He saw his fellow 
creatures hurrying swiftly onward into the 
very flames of hell, and the spectacle of 
human sin, misery and helplessness touched 
to pity the great heart that throbbed within 
him; and knowing full well the marvelous 
provisions of infinite mercy and love, secur- 
ed in the redemption by Christ Jesus, he 
could not but rejoice when there was en- 
trusted to him the privilege of offering to 
the dying sons of men a remedy so divine. 

“Paul says the gospel of Christ is a power 
of God unto salvation to every one that 
pelieves it. He had preached it to the 
bigoted and fanatical Jews, to the cultured 
and skeptical Greeks, and would preach it 
to the noble and wealthy Romans. Itis a 
message to the rich, telling them of that 
treasure that is incorruptible, and that fad- 
eth not away; it is a message to the poor, 
telling them how they may spend a useful 
life even among circumstances of poverty; 
it is a message to the learned, telling them 
of Him who is the eternal wisdom. 

“T am aware that the notion is enter- 
tained today, as it was in Athens, that the 
gospel is defictent in . intellectual flavor; 
that its teachings are inferior to the specu- 
lations of the scientists, and that it wiil do 
very well to address itself to commonplace 
people. I repel with indignation and 
scorn, supported by overwhelming evidence, 
the imputations, 

“Some of the foremost men in literature, 
science and statesmanship, yes, and in 
every department of life, have recognized 
the claim of that gospel in which Paul 
and which they have responded to. 
He who came to redeem a lost 
world lay a new born babe, craddled in the 
manger, wise men from the east—men who 
were the philisophers of that day—came and 


gloried, 
When 


acknowledged Him as the desire of the na- 


tion, as the Savior of fallen men, and all 
through the centuries the wisest men and 
the most illustrious of earth’s scholars have 
followed the guidance of that star that led 
wise men to the feet of the Redeemer, and 
have bowed in humble adoration before 
Him. 

“I tell you that the noblest, the most 
masterly, the world-conquering of All the 
centuries have been those who bowed 
humbly at the feet of Him who is the 
Mighty One, the wonderful, the counselor, 
the eternal wisdom, before whom the wis- 
dom of earth's wisest philosophers must 
fade as the stars pale before the king of 
day. So with Paul, I, too, would make the 
gospel my joy, my boast, my very glory. 
Then I press home the claims, yea, the 
personal claims of Jesus Christ upon every 
man. I press them home upon the learned, 
because it is the power of God, and sets be- 
fore us the sublimest ideas, the purest and 
loftiest motives that could ever dwell in 
human or angelic minds. I press the claims 
upon the sorrowing and afflicted of earth, 
because it holds out to you the glorious 
hope of a time when a day shall dawn and 
the shadows shall flee away, when all the 
limitations and@ restrictions of life shall be 
laid aside, when there shall be no more 
sorrow, no more sighing, no more night, no 
more death, and when God himself shall 
wipe away all tears from the eyes. I press 
the claims home upon the sinner, because 
it is the power of God to make the impure 
pure, the intemperate temperate, the dis- 
honest honest, and to lift from the foul and 
filthy cesspool of sin degraded man and 
place him safely upon the Rock of Ages.” 


© AT TRINITY CHURCH. : 


The services at Trinity church yesterday 
morning were unusually interesting and 
Rev. W. B. Stradley, the pastor, preached 
an eloquent and forceful sermon to a large 
congregation. 

The musical service was of an 
character and was well rendered 
church choir. During the morning eight ac- 
cessions were made to the congregation 
both by letter and on profession of faith. 

Dr. Stradley’s text was taken from I 
Thes. v, 16: ‘‘Rejoice evermore.’’ The ser- 
mon was rendered in an impressive manner 
and held the attention of all present during 
the time of its delivery. In he 
spoke as follows: 

‘It is said that pearls were once so plen- 
tiful cf the coast of Ceylon that a diver 
always brought. up a jewel in his hand. 
However this may be, it is sure that we 
cannot go down into word without 
finding gems more precious than 
Our text is an iblustration of this 
‘rejoice evermore.’ 

“The verb, rejoice, is in the 
mood, present tense, second person s ngular. 
It is not a permission to rejoice, it is not 
an exhortation to rejoice, it is an explicit 
positive command to rejoice, and that ever- 
more. 

“Some commentators have sought to ex- 
plain this by saying that we are simply 
to be in a frame of mind to ‘rejoice ever- 
more’-and ‘pray without ceasing.’ For this 
explanation there ts neither ground nor ne- 
cesstty. If we could not do these things God 
would not have required them of us, and 
that we can do them has been demonstrated 
by thousands of good people in all ages. 
It is a dangerous thing to try to mend God's 
express language. 

“We may find all the light we need, how- 
ever, as we proceed further with the sub- 
ject. It is believers who are to rejoice, 
therefore, it is a spiritual and not a carnal 
joy. All things that appertain to this life 
solely, like the world on which we live, 
must pass away. None of them can enudre 
forevermore, most of them but a very short 
time. We need only appeal to our experience 
with these things. We can eat so much, 
wear so much, enjoy only a limited amount 
and for a very limited time. Appetite, satis- 
faction fail us and that which pleased can 
only disgust and distress us. 

“Evermore—more than ever—cannot 
predicted of anything except God and that 
which appertains to Him. 

“<‘T> take a glimpse within the veil, 
To know that God is mine, 

Are springs of joy that never fail— 
Unspeakable, divine?’ 

“It is equally true that we cannot manu- 
facture this joy to order. We may deceive 
ourselves by crying peace, peace, when there 
is no peace, and thus secure a truce with 
conscience and blind the eyes of reason and 
judgment, but there will be no deep abiding 
joy such as is mentioned in the text. To. be 
enduring it must be supernatural, divine. 

“Again, we must keep in view the dis- 
tinction between joy and escstacy. The one 
may be sustained indefinitely, the other is 
necessarily transient. Let us not forget that 
this duty to be joyous attends us in every 
conceivable circumstance of life, death and 
duration.’’

Gou, has 
trying one 300 years ago, African 
slavery was introduced into this country, 
and our fathers were brought over to this 
continent and into slavery. We 
could neither read write, and knew 
but little of the word of God. In the 
providence of God, also, we were set free 
more than thirty years ago. When I 
tell you today that forty per cent of our 
people can read and write, you must see 
that we have made great strides toward 
Civillzation, When we look at our schools 
and colieges and understand that we pay 
taxes on $300,000,000 of property, we do have 
reason to thank God and take courage, 
“As a race we must learn to endure 
hardness. We must learn not to be 
ashamed of honorable service. If we 
must work in the menial places Ite us not 
be ashamed to work there. As 1 see it, 
{it is just as honorable to lay brick for a 
living as it is to practice law. It is just 
as honorable to wash and fron for a living 
as it is to get upon a platform and make 
speeches for woman’s suffrage! 
“We must be willing to pay the cost 
if we move up in the scale of civilization. 
Fathers, endure hardness that you may 
educate your children. Mothers, endure 
hardness that your girls may go to school. 
Can Be Great People. 
‘Our race is now at the formatice state. 
The forces are at work to make us a great 
people if we endure the crisis through 
which we are passing. Like the rude stone 
that must bear the chisel and hammer be- 
fore it reaches the beauty of the marble 
statue, we must bear the discipline of time 
and of our lot; we must endure the fire of 
the storm, and by and by, in the process of 
years and the providence of God, we will 
come forth, purified, perfected and ready 
to stand abreast with the greatest peoples 
of the world.” 
At this point Bishop Gaines took up the 
subject of the race question with particu- 
lar reference to the recent occurrences at 
Palmetto, He denounced the crime of 
rape in unmeasured terms, but deprecated 
lynch law. In one passage he sald: 
“Perhaps if a man were chargeil 
with rape and I had an X-ray from 
heaven turned on him so that I knew 
he was guilty, I would be willing to 
turn him over to the mob. 


“And now in the of our history 
as a people, it is well to exhort you in the 
language of the apostle, to endure hard- 
ness as good soldiers of Jesus Christ. Our 
country has been excited from one end of 
this continent to the other by the recent 
terrible crime committed at Palmetto, Ga.,, 
and the swift and awful punishment that 
was meted out to the criminal, 

“T want to say today that he who 
apologizes for the crime of rape, or 
has any sympathy for the inhuman 
monster who commits this crime, be 
he black or white, is an enemy to God 
and a traitor to his race. 

“In all the eatalogue of crime I can {m- 
agine no deed more dastardly, no fiend 
more foul and inferna!, than the beast who 
would outrage virtue and take from a good 
woman the treasure of her honor, brighter 
and more priceless than any jewel that 
ever glittered in the crown of a king. I 
can find no words to express my detegta- 
tion for such a crime and of such a crim- 
inal. 

Negroes Denounce the Crime. 


‘Tt has been said that the negroes of this 
country have not spoken out strongly 
as they should have done against this out- 
rage and against the monster that commit- 
ted it. I want to say in my place that 95 
per cent of our people stand ready to speak 
out from the housetops and the hilltops and 
say, ‘Let him die the death, who dares 
to lay his hand upon the purity of woman, 
despoil her of her honor, and violently out- 
rage her person.’ 

“We want to put the world on notice that 
we will not sympathize with such an in- 
human monster. We will not rest under 
the imputation. To do would put a 
searlet letter on every black face in this 
country and advertise to the world that 
we are a race of rapists and monsters. 
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No, no, thank God, gur people condemn

more bitterness, because such crimes tend 
to reflect upon us, and make the world 
think us a race of brutes. I honor the 
great and good man, Mr. Samuel Inman, 
of Atlanta, an intellectual giant and noble 
Christian, who was’ brave and candid 
enough to say that he belleved 95 per cent 
of the negroes of this country were good 
and law-abiding citizens. And he 1s right.
